31-12-2001 will not be admitted as Mahajans of Devalaya . 
Accordingly the Mahajans are composed of four Vangors 
viz . Poi, Narvekar, Saraswat Community , Shirodkar, 
Fatarpekar, Parvatkar, Kurtikar, Narvekar, Kuncolkar, 
Arkonkar, Velingkar, Canaconkar, Gawas , Kavalekar, 
Gawade Community, Kundnikar, Madkaikar, Bhandari 
Community and Shetye Maratha Community. 


SHRI VITHOBA DEVALAYA AND ITS FOUNDER 

MAHAJANS

1. Devalaya means the Temple of Lord Shri Vithoba 
of Voilem Bhatt , Merces . 


The Management of the Shree Vithoba Devalaya will 
be always vested in the hands above four Vangors duly 
elected during the election process, as per the Law and 
other than then above will be ordinary Mahajans. 


2. The Deity Shri Vithoba was originally brought by 
landlord late Shri Usno Krishna Poi, resident of Merces 
in the year 1933 and it was offered to worship to the 
resident of Voilem Bhatt and also himself in the form 
of Wooden Idol. Under his guidance the residents of 
Voilem -Bhatt were regularly performing the different 
Utsaus of Shri Vithoba among themselves . The Hindu 
community was very small as there were existing very 
few houses of Hindu people in the locality of 
Voilem -Bhatt. However, in the difficult time they often 
approached to landlord laté Shri Usno Krishna Poi to 
take his advice regarding religious activities as he was 
eminent personality in the field of Hindu Religion . 


Any person involved in a criminal offence shall not 
entitle for the right of Mahajanship for the above 
mentioned Vangors and ordinary Mahajans. 


4. The Administration of the Devalaya shall be 
regulated by these Bye -Laws and by " Regulamento dos 
Mazanias dos Devalayas" in force in the State of Goa 
as well as by other general Laws and Regulations that 
are applied to such Devalayas . 


5. The Devalaya belongs exclusively to the Mahajans 
referred to in Bye -Law 3 and those who shall be 
admitted under Bye-Law 7 . 


As the years passed on somewhere in the year 1963 
the old Temple which was of Katcha constructions was 
collapsed due to heavy storm . And it was existing as 
it till 1977. So the residents of Voilem Bhatt who were 
the worshipers of Shree Vithoba headed by Shri Krishna 
Vassu Shirodkar approached to Shri Krishna Usto Poi, 


6. The list of all the Mahajans shall be 
prepared /maintained by the Managing Committee and 
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Funds: 


a upto date Mahajans will be found in the respective 
register of Mahajans , in the completion of which due 
attention will be given to Bye -Laws 3 and 7 and the 
same shall be displayed on the notice board of the 
Devalaya in the month of January every year. 


11. The funds of the Devalaya comprises of:
